Nixon Has Chance To Pick 
Stricter Law, Order Judges 


WASHINGTON (AP* — Abc 
Fortas’s resignation under fire 
from the Supreme Court gives 
President Nixon an opportunity 
to fulfill a campaign promise, 
but also leaves him the task of 
removing a cloud over the na­ 
tion’s highest tribunal. 
Nixon is in no hurry to nomi­ 
nate a successor to Fortas who 
quit Thursday after 
a 
week- 
and-a-half 
ordeal—for 
himself 
and the court—that started with 
disclosures he received $20,000 
from the family of a man subse­ 
quently sent to prison for stock 
manipulation. 
With the courT scheduled to 
recess in mid-June, the Presi­ 
dent has plenty of tim e to find a 
successor, both to Fortas and to 
Chief Justice Earl W arren, who 
is resigning next month. 
Liberals 
No new justice could act ef­ 
fectively on the court in such a 
short time. Also, a new appoint­ 
ment following closely on the 
heels of the Fortas affair might 
stir unwanted controversy. 
The absence of the pressure of 
tim e will allow Nixon to move

Article 4, section 26 of the 
Michigan 
Constitution 
states 
"every bill shall be read three 
tim es in each house before....fi­ 
nal passage.” The House 
ig­ 
nores that rule, however, in fa­ 
vor of one of

waives the reading rule if voted 
by four-fifths of the m em ber­ 
ship.

Tran Buu Kiem, representa­ 
tive of the National Liberation 
Front, said the plan was not a 
proper response to the problem. 
Thuy asserted that the United 
States is bent “on maintaining 
its absurd dem ands and is con­ 
tinuing to intensify the w ar.” He 
said Nixon’s words could not 
camouflage the essential objec­ 
tives of the United States—“to 
achieve neocolonialism in Smith 
Vietnam 
and 
perpetuate 
the 
partition of Vietnam.” 
Free Choice 
Nixon “ seeks at all costs to 
m aintain his demand concern­ 
ing the mutual withdrawal, a 
most absurd position which I 
have 
repeatedly 
rejected,** 
Thuy declared. 
Turning to Nixon’s proposals 
for a political settlem ent, he 
said the President had talked 
about “ the free choice of the 
South Vietnamese population ” 
But he said Nixon is concerned 
only “ with a free choice in his 
own fashion.’* 
Thuy’s main emphasis, how­ 
ever. was on the question of 
troop withdrawals. He repeated 
the demand to the Viet Cong’a 
peace plan for the complete and 
unconditional 
withdrawal 
of 
U.S. and all other non-Vietnam­ 
ese troops. 
The question of U.S. troops* 
he said, is one to be discussed 
between the United States and 
the Vietnamese people. 
Confuse Problem 
“The United States does not 
have the right to confuse this 
problem with problems to be 
discussed 
between

Viet­ 
nam ese,” he said, apparently 
referring to North Vietnam ese 
forces to South Vietnam. 
The negotiators m et today f ir 
the first tim e with concrete pro­ 
posals before them. There was 
exjjectatwxi on the U.S. side of 
real bargaining, much of it to be

Welfare Chaos 
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Question Dealings 
Involving Fortas 


Taxpayers in states which offer liberal wel­ 
fare benefits may soon face a new influx of poor 
migrants. 
The U. S. Supreme Court ruled recently that 
state residency requirements for people receiv­ 
ing welfare assistance are unconstitutional. Tile 
decision applies directly to residency l a w s in 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut, and the District of 
Columbia, but similar regulations in some 40 
states will also be effected. 
As a result of the decision, no state will l>e 
able to deny welfare payments to newly arrived 
migrants. Any person who presents himself at 
a welfare office will be eligible for assistance re­ 
gardless of how short a time he has lived in the 
state. Even a transient passing through town on 
his way to higher benefits in the next state pre­ 
sumably could qualify for help.

The result can only he new massive increases 
in the already exorbitant cost of welfare. 
The wealthy, liberal states of the Northeast 
will be the ones hurt the worst. Their high wel­ 
fare benefits already lure the poor of the nation. 
The Supreme Court’s decision will make them 
more enticing still. 
Ironically, the states which have been most 
unenlightened in their treatment of the poor 
will benefit the most. All they have to do is keep 
their welfare payments as low as possible. No 
poor person w ill want to go there, and many will 
leave.

There is tragedy in the fact that people are 
encouraged to pursue the illusoin of something 
for nothing only to discover that their plight is 
more serious than l>efore. A tenant farmer from 
Alabama suddenly finds himself in the slums of 
Detroit or Chicago. In Alabama he was poor. 
Living as a welfare recipient in a northern city, 
where the cost of everything is higher, he may 
not only be poor but desperate. 
The truth is that a city is no place for a per­ 
son wrho lacks marketable skills. Unfortunately, 
the welfare system encourages the migration of 
people who may never adapt themselves to the 
requirements of city life. 
Tile residency laws at least tended to dis­ 
courage senseless migration. Now’ that the Su­ 
preme Court has nullified them, thorough-going 
reform of the welfare system is more urgent 
than ever.

Fortas took his seat on th# 
court in October 1965 
One of the incorporators af 
Greatamerica was Clifford A. 
Jones, Nevada lieutenant gover­ 
nor from 1947-54 and a part own­ 
er and then officer of the Thun­ 
derbird Hotel in Las Vegas. 
The gambling license issued 
to Jones and a partner in the ho­ 
tel was revoked by the Nevada 
Tax Commission in 
1955 cm 
grounds that underworld figures 
had an interest in the hotel. The 
decision was later overturned 
by the Nevada Supreme Court. 
On Jan. 5, 1966, Jones was in­ 
dicted fur perjury in connection 
with the grand jury investiga­ 
tion of Bobby Baker, former 
aecrclary to Senate Democrats. 


Baker was indicted the same 
day for conspiracy, tax evasion 
and fraudulently converting to 
his own use nearly $100,000 from 
California savings and loan ex­ 
ecutives who thought they were 
making political contributions.

CONTAINERS: Every property owner or tenant shall 
provide containers of sufficient size to hold two weeks’ 
accumulation. Cans must not be of less than 16 or 
more than 30 gallon capacity. No single can shall 
weigh more than 75 pounds when filled. All garbage 
cans shall have handles and tight fitting covers and 
shall be kept in a sanitary condition at all times by 
scalding. Cans must not have obstructing rims or 
leaky bottoms. Garbage not in metal containers will 
not be picked up. Cans which leak or are rusted out 
will not be emptied second time . 


PREPARATION: Garbage shall be drained of a ll 
liquid and shall be wrapped in several thicknesses of 
paper. Garbage from commercial establishments such 
as restaurants, groceries, bakeries, etc., need not be 
wrapped, but undrained garbage of a liquid or semi- 
liquid nature will not he collected. 


LOCATION OF CONTAINERS: All containers must 
be placed at either the ALLEY LINE OR THE CURB. 
They should not be placed under the eaves of any 
building so that water from roofs will enter them. 


COLLECTION CHARGES: For collection other than 
at the curb or alley line or for more than one collec­ 
tion a week a charge will be made based upon the time 
consumed in providing such extra service.
